Accept then theſe Sermons as your own crea- 
tures, the mere product of your command ; and 
if they reproach your Tudgment blame your 
affeStions, and that loyal zeal which made you 
approve what ever was uniſon to it.

Annointed, the Holy Feſus,were 
revil'd by ſome, as if the Prince 
of Peace, whoſe Red Garments 
were dydin his own, had a de- 
ſign to ſhed the blood of others; 
and, that Wiſdom Himlſe'f im- 
ploy'd the Rhetorick of Re/:- 

gion to Court Perſons into Rebellion - You may 
hear their Charge in the 23 St, Lake 2. We found this 

fellow perverting the Nation, and forbidding to give Tri- 

bute to Caſar, ſaying, That he himſelf is Chiiſt a 

King, Though it was a very Irrational Folly, that 

this King ſhould be ſo divided againſt himſelf , as, 

Sampſon-like, to pull his Hou'e oyer his own Head ;

or, that he ſhould affe& Soveraignty, wv ho withdrew 
himſelf when they would have forc't him to be King : 
Yer, that he might Roll away that Repro:ch, and: 
put to ſilence the Ignorance of fooliſh Men, / Nox 
enim eripit terreſtria, qui dat reena celeſtia, He,whoſe 
King 'om was not of this World, came to be- 
ftow a Heavenly, not to take away an Earthly Crown) 
that his Obedience might be exemplary, yielded Ho- 
mage to Auguſtus in the Womb of his Mother, go- 
ing out a tedious four dayes-Journey to be Tax'd , 
when ſhe was fitter to Lye-in, 

A further confutaticn he gives them by his Pratice, 
working a Miracle in the 17th St, Matthew, verſ. 27. 
That he might pay Tribute, the mute Fiſh ſpeaks his 
Loyalty with Money in her Mcuth, And, as his 
Pradtice is clear for Obedience, ſo his Dod#rine is tart 
- againſt the Rebels, calling them Thieves and Mur- 
derets, as all the Greek Fathers exp::und the 10th of 
St.Fohn, v.8, Nor were his Diſciples above their 
Maſter. if we believe Cl:mens Alexanadrines, and 
St, Auſtin, the Apoſtles were prejudic'd in nothing ſo 
much, as by living under a ſuſpicion they were Peſti- 
lent Fellows, turning of the World upſide down, 
ereting a Chuich, which, growing like the Ivy by 
the ſides of the Stat? , would eate it out, teaching 
Subjects to withdraw their Duties.from the'r Princes, 
To prevent this Malic:ous Aſperfton, all the Holy 
Pen-men of the Apoſtles bend their ftrengrh, and par- 
ticularly this great DoCtor of the Gentiles, that he 
might overthrow the Principles of thoſe who eſpon- 
ſed the Grounds of Fudzs Galilexs Inſurreftion, af- 
f ming, all 1mpoſicions to be flav.ſh over the. Free-

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at the Aſſiſes at YORK. 3 
born People of the Fews, (ſo ancient is that Cant- 
ing Language,) A&s the gth, werf, 37, He Writes 
to-the Gentiles the Romans, the Head of the Em- 
pire, Clearing the Chriſtian DodFrine from this Scan- 
dal, ( by: Arguments for Obedience from Gods Or- 
dinance, Yerſ, 1, —— The Powers that be are ordain'd 
of God: Mans Conſcience, Yerſe the 5th, We muſt 
needs be ſubjei? for Conſcience ſake, Thirdly, From 
Imperial Vengeance, Yerſ. 4. — For, he beareth not 
the Sword in vain ; for, he is a Reveneer to exccute 
wrath upon them that do evil. And laſtly, fiom eter-

Was not this my Word faith the Novelif, though 
he be Major Sineults, yet he is Minor Univerſis, but a 
Royal Slave ? No, he is Gods Servant, faith the nexc 
word ; and, the Maſter of us all, TI, but ſome Chur- 
liſh Nabal is ſtill ready to ſay, There be many Ser- 
vants that now adayes run away from their Maſters 
Commands 3 well, bnt theſe continually attend ; 
continually attending, O non amo nimium ailigentes : 
W herein lies the great ſtrength of theſe Sampſons * 
Wherein do they exert their Power © St, Paul, by 
way of deteſtation of ſuch frivolous Jealouſtes, and 
cauſelefs Fears, ſayes, They intend the Main, the Grand 
Concern, the very ſame thing they ought to atten. 
In which words obſerve, 
Firſt, The Magiſtrates Serviceable Miniſtry , 
They are Servants. 
Secondly , T heir Soveraign Dignity , Gods Ser- 
vants, 
Thirdly , Their Incuſtrious Sedulity, Attending 
continually, | 
Foxrthly , The particular Sphere of their Acivi- 
ty, The very [ame thing, 
The Firſt Reaſon in the Text, whereby Sr. Pay/ 
inforceth his Teo $vy—Let every Soul be ſubject 
is , becauſe they are Servants: Res tranſit cum One- 
re, ſaith the Law3 There is no benefit but hath irs 
| burden 


burden along with ic, A Golden Chain, The Greeks 
have this Proverbial Speech , "Eu peyas $820; 6» 74 
oreia, o SeoroTn;” There is one Great Servant in a 
Kingdom, and that is the King : The chiefeſt Office 
in Church and State are for the Seryic-of it. Even 
the Lion of the Royal Tribe of Judah 1s Conchant , 
Ges, 49, werſ, the 9th, He ſtooped down, he couched 
like a Lyon. 

Nay, (1ſachar-like, ) The Magiſtrate muſt couch 
under many a burden, I find ſome Feſuit:s prying 
into the Reaſon, why Samuel reſerved the Shoulder 
for Saul to feed upon, 1 Sam.9,24, and they reſoly'd 
it thus; Kings, above others, had need have the 
ſtrenzth of the Shoulder, to endure-the Moleſtations 
and Cares that attend their Office: Probably there- 
fore the Prophet 1/ai4h deſcribing the King of Saints 
in his 9th Chapter, Yerſ, 6, ſaith —The Government 
ſhall be upon his Shoulder : The fitteſt Member for (0 
oreat a Load, 

A Servant: Sau/s Modeſty had a great Truth in 
it, 1 $72, 10, 21. I blame him not for hiding himſe'f 
from them that were ſeeking to make him a King, 
Honour is burdenſome upon the beſt Termes, How 
can it be otherwiſe, when the Cares of a Kingdom 
are deyolved upon on? Man ? Glory is a weighty 
thing, The Hebrew word tor Glory - 9555, ſignifies 
Ponds 3 intimating, that Glory, as it is a bright, ſo 
it is a heavy thing: Thetefore in the Second bf the 
Corinthians, 4.17, it 1s cail'd Baegs So5ng , Weight 
of Glory, T now ſee it was more then a Comple- 
ment of the Sages of 1ſrael to Rehoboam, 1 Kines 
12, 7, when they perſwaded him to be the Peoples 
Servant :

Servant for a day 5 this they intended but as Handle], 
and to Inure him to his Office, 7ch Drier, as it is 
the Motto of ours, {o it muſt be of every Prince, 7 
Serve - Nor is the ordina:y word for Servants here 
made uſe of, but >«loupyoi, Publick Servants, as the 
word is generally uſed, 

Appropriated to none under Kings or Prieſts : nei- 
ther yer 1s it derived from that word that relates to 
Prayers here, that Ziturgy was alwayes reſerved for 
the Priefft, but, rather from a word that imports a ' 
a Spoil, the Recovery whereof is a Princes proper 
work. So farr is St. Paul from Teaching a Prince 
ro hunt after his Prey, that he enjoynes hin to pluck 
it from the teeth of the Devourer, by this ſignificanr 
word confining him unto Recoveries. If Five Kings 
fall upon Lot and force away his Goods, Abraham 
Armes his Retinue for a Reſcue by verrue of this a«- 
T#pyos: The Shields of the Earth belong unto God, 
anJ they have their Power for Prote&tion of the Bo- 
&y Politick; That our choiſeſt Goods, or deareſt Re- 
lations, are, either maintained in Peace at home, or re- 
gain'd by Battel abroad, impute we muſt to the Paines 
of theſe Publick MiniFers, 

Servants they are: And, leſt that word ſhould 
ſound too harſh to any, the Grave Moraliſt Sexeca 
ſoftens its Servus es? urs non? Though he be not 
Tugging at the 0aye, yet he is Guiding at the Sterye. 
Are not the Angels Miniftring Spirits ? nay, Did not 
our Lord Feſus Chriſt take upon him the form of a Ser- 
vant? to ſweeten the Service of all that are in Autho- 
rity, and to ſalve their Repute; the next branch of 
the Text calls them Gods Servants, Serwire Deo reg-

Magiſtrate is Gods Servant, to whom he hath com-

_ftil'd by the Hethites, A Prince of God} Serannes, 


od {1+54; The words ſhine clear with their own Shemeſh, or Sun, 


contained in the Text; though ſome would bring a 
Clond, or caſt Darkneſs upon the face of them. 
Chriſti Domini, (ſaith the Pſalmiſt, ) Populus nil con- 
tulit : Filizs Deithe Magiſtrate is, not Populi, no more 
then filiws Diabeli, Thongh Sathan in the 4h of 
St. Lake, verſ, 6, layes juſt ſuch another claime, ſay- 
ing, The Kingdomes of - the World are given unto me., 
and I conferr them upon whom 1 pleaſe, It we regard 
their Eflence, or Inftitution, Kings hold not their 
Kingdomes by Indenture, or Covenant, as ſome Ng- 
veliſts; nor have they a Grant onely, dum bene ſe geſ- 
ſerint, as others: Tertullians Inde illis Poteftas unde 
Spirits, ſhows, they have a higher riſe ; And, the 
Breath of our Noſtrills muſt be the Anointed of the- 
Lord, 

Nor yet is the Nicety of the Schoolmen to be en- 
cured; 2s if God took care for the Eſſence . Men: 
for the Exifence of Scveraignty : The Plitonifts as. 
rationally conceive the Souls of Men Created all ac che 
beginning 
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beginning, and hover about :the Concave of the 
Moon, till (as cccafion ſerves) they be fetch'd down 
by an Angel to informe'their appointed Bodies, 

$o theſe Formes of Government are in their waite, 
attending to be united to ſuch a Prince, by the Popes 
Holineſs, or the Peoples Haughtineſs, That Gover- 
nors are in their Wait is plain heres bur, that Forms 
of Government ſhould be ſo, would impoſe a flavery 
upon the Office, in -ſtead of ſervice upon the Perſon, 
The God of Order hath placed Heads in every Na- 
tion, who hold by Copy in regard of Eſſence and 7»ſti- 
tation; And, ſo inregard of Office and Funt7;op allo: 
Suboperariz theſe Servants ares not 4820, fo Peo- 
ple as well as Princes do gvAtueiy mw xverw, do Pri- 
vate:Service to the Lords but aaloupyoi, Gods Pub- 
lick Servants, and ſerve him one way as Men in Com- 
mon with others, Pſal, 2.10. Be wiſe now therefore 0 
ye Kings, be inſtrufted O.ye Fudges of the Earth, ſerve 
the Lord in reverence and in fear: Another way as 
Kings, when by their Edits they diſcourage Vice, 
and countenance them that do well, 

Yea, we find the Stile of Gods Servant given to 
Heathen Infidel Princes, Fer, 25, v.9, Nebacadnes- 
Zar is called Gods Servant: And, in another place 
Balthazar his Son, becauſe of his Shadow, 1/a. 44. 
wv. 28, Cyrus is called Gods Shepherd, one of the 
Touts Axwr ; and, the Romany Emperour here in my 
Text : God hath Imployment tor them below the 
Stairs, thc ugh they have not acceſs into the Privy= 
Chamber, matters of Faith and Religios, 

They may be Hewers of Wood, and Drawers of 
W ater for the Sand7nary, though the Arcana __ 
they 
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they underſtand not, Man hath a care of his Beaſt, 
becauſe he may be laden with Myſteries he knows nor 
the valueofz God hatha care of a Heathen Com- 
mon-wealth for the good of his Church = And, he 
required the Primitive Chriftians, 1 Tim,2,2, To make 
Prayers aud Supplications for Kings, and all that be is 
Anthority: Why? That we may lead peaceable and 
quiet livis, Isthatall? nay rather, Yerſ. 4, That by 
our obeditnce we may gain them over to the knowledee of 
* thetruth, | : 

My Text ſaith, Even theſe are not without a Ma- 
ſter, And, for thoſe Magiſtrates that are within the 
Paleof the Church, God ſitteth in the Congreeation of 
Princes : his Will muſt be the Square of their* Ai- 
ons, As the Eyes of a Servant look to the Hand of 
his Maſter, ſo mult the Prince eye his God: Bleſſed i 
that ſervant whom the Lord when be cometh ſhall find ſo 
doing ; Sodoing, How? That's the Third Obſerya- 
ble, attending continually, God hath joyned your 
Service with your Soveraignty ſoin the Text, thar 
they can never be ſeparated. Attending, there's the 
Quality of your Office ; Coptinually, there's the Du- - 
ration : both Intention and Extention muſt be ſecu- 
red, that the Duty may be Intire, and the Work of 
the Lord proſper in your hands. 

[Tooxaplzpoviieg— How have the Expolitors la- 
bour'd after the right Emphaſis of this word ! The 
Holy Ghoſt hath pitcht upon ſuch a word in this 
place, to expreſs the care and watchfulneſs of a Prince,

by God, nor Maintain'd by Men for their o«n Eaſe, 
but uex-reffible Service: To which purpoſe St, Fe- 
rom renders the word Inſervientes; Buders (that 
moſt acmirable Grecian) De pediſſequis dicitur (faith 
he ) Lickqueying, Ab alicujws latere non diſcedere, 
Ads the 8th, here's Miniſtry indeed : Sad:let Tran- 
{lates it In{udantes; Beza, Fortiter incumbentes, De- 
ducitur 4 »g\s, quod una Litera tranſpoſita idem eſt 
quod ego; Robur, vidtoria, faith Biſhop Davenant : 
St, Auſtin adds Perſeveranter, and that makes the cox- 
tinual attendance of the Text, You never find this 
word in any Author, bur, at the firſt view it repreſents 
ſome extraordinary Intention and Induſtry 3 Atheneus 
applies ic to Overſeers of Publick Works; Themiſti- 
2, to thoſe Creatures that are moſt eager in queſt of 
their Scent, purſuing their Game till they catch it, 
St. Mark, Chap.3. Yerſ. 9. applics it to Tugging 
at a pair of Oares5 St. Zuke to Prayers, which ſhould 
be without ceaſing: So then, the Diligent Overſeer, 
the VVaiting Ferry-m4n, the Sagacious Hound; nay, 
the Devourt Soul, in his Prayers, doth not (according 
ro theſe expreſſions) Outvye theſe Servants of God 
in their Attendance, Quum nulle Erumng nos gre 
aliqua avellere poſſunt , ſaith Stephanusz There is a 
Grain of Patient Suffering under the Burden, in his 
word Toleranter: And, this mindes me of our late 
Martyr'd Soveraiga ; VV hat contraditionof Sinners 
he 
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he ſuffer'd, and, VVith what patience? wherein, 
though he was more Eminent and Glorious, yer, ſome- 
thing like this ſeems to be the fate of all Kings, Se- 
leacus long fince deliver'd his Opinion; and, one of 
our Henryes {ſeconded him, If we knew with what 
inward Cares a Crown was lin'd , we would not take 
it up though it lay proftrate at our feet : The Gilding 
of the'r Heads breaks their ſleep; their Heads are 
Mufing, whil''t yours are Powdering, Chryſofto- 
mus ſayes, The Crown is a convenient Night-Cap 
for the continual Head-ache of Princes: The oyle 
of Gladneſs is indeed in the Aarzpyor 78 Os, look- 
ing upwards ; but, the Spirit of Sadneſs in this eg- 
oxapleeguriss , eyeing their Attendance below: And, 
this made Yeſpaſian call their Purples Monrning Gar- 
ments; (aying, They carried more of Fancy, then Fe- 
licity: The Holy Ghoft ſpeaks no leſs, 4s 25, 23. 
Melz ToAAns Qarlacias” Agrippa and Bernice came 
with much Fancy. God, chawbuile the Temple upon 
the Threſhing-floore, to rote our Harveſt-work, raiſed 
the Throze upon Lyons; Creatures, that are ſaid to 
ſleep with their eyes open: He that Sits at the Sterne 
muſt not Slumber, 

The e£zyptian Hierozlyphick for a King, was, Ocu- 
lus in Sceptroz a Scepter with an Eye in it alwayes 
Looking: A Baþliske with the Head upwards, alwayes 
moving. Pur, Jet us leave the Epzphaſis of theword, 
and look upon that of their worlle and, for that, ler 
our Apoſtles Charge guile us, Rom. 12,8. He that 
Ruleth, let him do it with Diligence; Intenſive, Afive, 
Buſie, Fervent-1n Spirit, he muſt be ſerving the Lord 
in his Calling, 7pſe ſolum quiete fatieatyr, ſaith Sr. 
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Hillary ; Tyred onely for want of Imploymenr, The 
oreat Zeviathan, that King of the Children of Pride,in 
che VVaters, w3s made to take his paſtime therein, 
ſaith the Pſalmiſt- Bur, if we eye the Kings of the 
Earth, the Titles of Princes, or Circuits of Judges, 
we ſhall find chem very painful 3 and, whilſt they are 
attending their Y Vork, freſh VVork attends them, 

Continually attending—Strange V Vords, and ſtran- 
ger VVork for Magiſtrates, Tis plain by this, the 
Manner in which a Duty is perform'd is as much to 
the Acceptation of it as the Matter: To nezle@ the 
doing of a Duty, and ro perform it negligently, is an 
equal Offence in Gods eye; God may call ſuch work 
Cabsl, dirty, or diſpleaſing, as Hiram did the Citties * 
King Solomon gave him, 1 King.9.13. He may ſay, 
V Vhy have you gone about my V Vork ſo perfuno- 
rily 2 as well as Why ſtand you idle * Curſed is he that 
doth the Work of the Lord negligently, (aith God by the 
Prophet Feremy; 'Tigadeceittully according to the 
Letter.

that the Prince is but a Servant, Gocs Servant; and, 
that he muſt be diligent: it now remains to ſhow

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our Profit. and Neceſſity, or our Pleaſure and Super- 
fluity: Therefore, leſt-we ſhould think of the Magi- 
ſtrate, as the Scythian King ſaid of the Muſitian, That 
he was alwayes making a great Noiſe in a matter of 
nothing. ' Sr. Paul ſets Cown the Element wherein 
he is Converſant, Steering the Aﬀairs of Church and 
State: and,this points me to my laſt words of my Text, 
the particular Sphere of their Aftivity — this wery 
thing. 
There are ancient, Land-tnarks of Prince, Prieſt 
and People ; wherein the Apoſtle ſaich we muſt ps- 
zay z and, ſo we may, as in a Caſtle for Safety , or 
Sancuary for Glory: Though one Star differ from anc- 
ther in Glory, yer they all ſhine in their own Spheres, 
If we a& in our Calling, we act like the Heavens, ever 
in motion, and eyer at reſt, | 
As 'tis in Nature, Gravia 07 Gravitant in propdis 
locis, ſo in the Societies of Men, our Diligence bf 
own Buſineſs is Soveraiga and Connatural to our 
Eſtates and Conditions3 bur, moſt times poyſonous: 
abroad, and fatal foour ſelves and others: God hach 
proper places wherein the Creatures are to performe 
their Duties, and enjoy their Happineſs : The Angels 
had Heaven, which was their i9:ay oonr1gyoy ; if they 
will not keep their Stations above, Saint F#de aſſures 
us they ſhall ohy reſerved in Chaines of darkneſs below :

Secondly, Are they Gods Serwvazts? then muſt 
they do his Will, all his Wills, with a Princely ſpirit ; 
bind your ſelves in an everlaſting Apprentiſhip unto 
God as David, lay down your Scepters at his Foot- 
ſtool, O Princes: Tf this great Maſter command you 
ro Sacrifice your Fey, your Laughter, your 7ſaac, 
(chough it ſound never ſo harſhly) ir muſt be done, 
If a C aptain of a Hundred could ſay to one, Go, and 
he goes, &c, What exact obedience is due unto the 
Lord of Hoſts ? *tis your Intereſt. as well as Duty to 
ſerve him: You that are Publick Servazts ſhall have 
oreat Reward at the End, and great Protection in the 
Way; for, Who can lift up his hand againſt the 
Lords Annointed , and be guiltleſs ?

Princes in the former Verſes; ſo, it impoſeth upon us 
Tribute, Cuſtom, Fear, Honour in the latter : Obſerve 
I pray you, how St, Pax! ſpreads this Verſe over the 
ſubſequent, Print for Print, as £14k ſtretcht himſelf 
over the Zareptan Child, to revive the Duty of Obe- 
dience, ſo dead in moſt : The ſeyeral Offices in this ' 
Verſe are as ſo many Load-ſtones, to attract the Ren-

Fourthly, Gods Servants, for the good of Church 
and State: To whom ſhould Honour be due if not to 
thefe? By the great Orator Tertullus his Infinuation 
Learn we may to addreſs our ſelves to onr Prince , in 
that confeſſed Truth As 24.2, Seeing that by Thee 
we enjoy great quietneſs, and that very worthy Deeds are 
done wnto this Nation by thy providence, we accept it al- 
wayes , and in all places, with all thankfulneſs: O!

The Wiſe Man tells us plainly, Proverbs 24, 28, 
He that robs his Father ( and *tis moſt true of the F4- 
ther of his Country) he is the Companion bf them that 
deftroys Nations, But, What need we further witneſs, 
when every Woman that looks at her Coyn with the 
Mother of S:ſera, may Anſwer her ſelf, Whoſe is this 
Image or Superſcription? From whom hath it its Au- 
thority ? Receives its Value or Eftimate* Is it nor 
from King Charles? Render therefore —He hath a 
Right in it, What can the Loya] Party think too 
much to give to the Reſtorer of their Temporal and 
Spiritual Freedoms? What can others think: too 
much- to give him ,- who hath forgiven them their 
Heads? Kings are Nurſing Fathers ; What,VVill you 
NRarve your Nurſes? They are the Phyſitians that 
heal our Nation when it ſhaketh ; Honour che Phy- 
ſitian whilſt you live, render plentifully: Is not the 
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Belly anſwerable for its viands by a ſuitable ſup- 
ply 2 and, So the Head for the Ornaments with 
ich it, is Crown'd ? The Overflowings of a 
King , like that of Nile, makes the Country fruit- 
ful. Doth Sal enjoy plenty ? he Cloathes the 
Daughters of Feruſalem in Scarlet: Then is Peace 
within our VValls, when Proſperity is in their Pal- 
laces, | 

Neither yet are they Ciſterns that hold, but Con- 
duits that convey your Money, The Circulation 
of your Coyn is as ſure as that of your Blood: pe- 
timnſque damuſque vicifsim; They do but hand ic 
to us. Render therefore a juſt payment for ſo great 
paines, a poor Pay ( God knowes) for ſo grear 
VVork, were they not affured withal, that what the 
People impart was not Premium Laboris, a full re- 
ward of their Service; but, Stipendinm Laborantis , 
(as Goran files it, ) a Trifl ng ſupply during their 
Service.

Peace, Juſtice, Religion: Now, if this Pilot de- 
mand Repaires of Y VYrecks or Loſſes, is it not fin 
in any to quarrel] at his Bill, that believes he is 
Gods Servant for our Good? *Tis not honeſty to 
deny a due to his Servant, the Labourer is worthy 
of his VVages, and we have our penny-worth for 
our Penny: To deny Gods Servants Tribute, is 
Impiety ; to deny Diligent Servants is ſtrange 
Obſtinacy; and, to deny Servants imployed in ſo 
oreat and profitable VVork, ( as Hugo rendetrs it, ): 
is flat Barbariſme: And yer, all theſe he muſt 
be Guilty of , that will not Render. , ZFor they 
are God's Minifters Diligently Attending the ſame 
thing, 


You then that really are ſuch Servants of God , 
deſiring to Walk in Your Places Anſwerable to 
Your great Names, Comfort Your ſelves wich 
this Title; I have a Good Maſter (ſaid one of the 
Fathers frequently; ) And, good Hylarion hereup- 
on breaks out, .Fgredere anima mea ——-- Thou 
haſt ſerved thy God Seventy years, go forth Joy- 
fully 3 Lord, now letteſt thou thy Servant depart in 
peace , and let every of us ftrive to do ſuch Faith- 
ful Service to our God in our ſeveral Stations and 
Genera- 
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Generations , that we may at laſt hear char Har- 
monions Voice of our Great Maſter, Ewge boye ſerve: 
yell done, good and faithful ſervant , enter thou into 


thy meſters Foy.
